Tt was there stated “that ‘the 
‘North-China Daily News’ has 
Deen anti-Kuomintang and his 
deliberately attacked the Centyat 
Government in spite of the 
repeated protests of the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs”, And it was, 
decided that the circulation of 
the paper must be stopped. 

It may be recalled that a 
similar boycott was enforced 
in 1927, On that oceasion, how- 
ever, it was the work of one 
Joeal general who considered 
It to have been alfronted 
WMP the thon Postal Commis- 
wioner had uo excuse for acting 
‘on an order which no considera 
tions could justify.

In this atmosphere, four days 
jafter the bomb outrage, the 
Viceroy delivered a solemn ad- 
dress to both’ Houses of the 
Indian Legislature. He dwelt 
on the fact that all alike are 
concerned such dastardly: 
attempts: “let no man stand 
laside,” he said, “and delude hi 
self with the belief that tl 
State's security is not the affair 
of the individual citizen.” He 
contrasted the position of those 
who seek to further political 
purposes by crime, and the in- 
stinetive rallying against thi 

lof all ordinary men, who realize 
“that society itself depends upon 
ithe quality of protection that it 
can guarantee to the humblest 
lof its constituent members, and 
that. if this guarantee were to 
bbe lightly violated and tiodden 
under foot, society would rapidly 
revert to the order of the jungle, 
where strength and steaith are 
the only abiding sources of 
security.” And, with no doubt 
some bitterness of recollection 
of the crities who would 
excuse for the bomb-throw< 



























ing in India, the Viceroy urge 
that reprobation of their crimes 
should be unqualified: “To con- 
demn a crime in one breath and 
in the next to seek an excuse for 
it by laying the blame on those 
wgainst whom it is directed is 
no true condemnation.” The 
Viceroy's special object was to 
explain what the Government 
meant to do. By deciding that 
the rules of procedure did not 
permit the Legislature to discuss 
the Government's Public Safety 
Bill, while legal proceedings 
were taking place against a 1 
ber of persons charged with 
sedition, Mr. Patel, President of 
the Assembly, had blocked the 
passage of measures urgently 
needed for public protection. 
‘The Viceroy, with characteristic 
courtesy, said that the inter- 
pretation of the rules must 2 
left to the President of the 
House; but if they could be con- 
jstrued in the sense given them 
by Mr. Patel, they obviously 
needed amendment -and this 
would be done. Secondly, the 
Vicoroy said that, ax the mea- 
sures defined in the Public 
Safety Bill were of the most 
urgent importance, steps must 
Ibe taken to enforce them. “We 
cannot,” he said, “ignore the 
fact that the men behind the 
revolutionary movements against 
which the Bill is directed will 
not stay their hands because the 
‘enactment by the Indian Legisla- 
ture of preventive legislation is 
postponed.” By the powers 
vested in him under the Govern- 
ment of India Act, the Viceroy, 
therefore, announced that he 
|should give the terms of the Bill 
the force of law. This was done 
ext day_by the issue of a 
‘Gazette Extraordinary.” The 
purpose of the Bill, which now 
becomes an Ordinance, is “to 
Jcheck the dissemination in Brit- 
ish India from other countries 
lof certain forms of propaganda. 
It is accompanied by a short 
survey of the deplorable and 
criminal events which have made 
it necessary.

AMERICA

‘The American farmer is sup- 
posed to be the richest plougher 
‘of the soil in the world. No? 
only has he all the mechanical 
devices which steam and elec- 
tricity have bestowed upon a 
suffering mankind, but he driv 
to town in a high-powered moter 
ear; he sends his sons and 
daughters to state universities; 
he tunes in on his radio and has 
the wisdom and culture of the 
great cities at his elbow. No 
other farmer, not in the Argen- 
tine, or in the steppes of Russia 
has such advantages and com- 
forts; yet, the American farmer 
is dissatisfied and wants rel 

He has for years been besieging 
the Congress of the United 
[States for relief; both candidates 
for the Presidency, Mr. Hoover 
and Mr. Smith promised it him. 


It is sometimes difficult for one 
who does not live in the United 
States to know exactly what it 
is all about, for farmers, in most 
countries, ‘seem to get along 
fairly well without government 
assistance. It would appear,

The matter comes down to 
this, that when the farmer work= 
ed on his patch of land, he 
earned enough to keep the wold 
from the door, but now that he 
has become a huge capitalist aiid 
is engaged in an industrial entor= 
prise involving enormous eapital 
outlays, he is faced with that 
narrow margin of profit or loss 
which the modern large-scale in- 
dustrialists face, ‘The industrial- 
ist in the United States is pro- 
tected by a tariff which goes 
higher as his industry requires 
‘more protection, but the farmer 
does not benefit so much by taritt 
protection, as he produces a 
world commodity, the price om 
which is fixed by internationat 
practises and conditions. Ha, 
therefore, has to seek some othor 
form of protection, In effect, he 
has sought a subsidy. 


‘The opinions of economi 
have differed on this subjects 
Most of them have opposed sub: 
sidizing the farmer, as a danger. 
ous practice which would benefit 
‘one class at the expense of the 
entire community, for the sud- 
sidy would have to be carried by 
taxation, Furthermore, it has 
been feared that farm relict 
might result in the increase in 
the cost of food-stuffs, They 
have rather supported the idea 
of a most modern and economical 
management of the farm, the 
bringing down of the cost of 
operations and the elimination 
of middlemen, ‘The farmer has, 
however, demanded more than 
that, Among his suggestions 
hasbeen an equalization fee, 
which would have been a direct 
subvention and which has not 
‘xenerally proved acceptable 


Another proposal has been ty 
organize a Government board 
‘which would assist co-operative 
farm associations to dit 

their price-dep: 
In the past, farmers havi 
known to burn these surplus 
in order to get a fair price, but 
this practice certainly does not 
prove popular with the consumec, 
who benefits by the low p: 
[Some co-operative associations, 
have made certain products in+ 
ternationally saleable by moder 
merchandizing methods, such as 
oranges and raisins, But gen 
ally, farmers have been ind 
dualists and have gone their own 
money-losing. ways. It is esti 
mated that the proposed board 
would require an enormous 
amount of money for its opera 
tions, ranging from one hundred 
to a thousand million dollars. 
From the cable reports, it would 
appear that President Hoover _ 
has not been an ardent supporter 
of the issuance of debentures to *
